According to Gov­ 
ernment statistics it will he twenty 
years before this country will b? 
back to normal in building con­ 
structions

To start the car it is merely nec­ 
essary to open the throttle and go. 
To climb a hill the driver simply 
opens the throttle a little wider. 
The Doble does not seem to know 
the difference between hills and 
level roads.

Doble steam cars are now being 
manufactured, but the demand for 
them has been so extraordinary 
that it is compulsory that a large 
factory be built at once and heavy 
production started. The Doble 
brothers have adopted the wiso plan 
of going to the public for the nec­ 
essary capital, as every purchaser 
of even a small block of their se­ 
curities becom«8 another booster for 
the Doble steam car.
